MANCHURIA.

A Washington despatch dated the 7th ult. 
BAYS ; 

In the Russian series of diplomatic exchanges 
from tho ourrent volame of foreign ‘relations 
now in press is given tho text of a covmunica- 
tion addressed by Ambassador Tower to the 
Russian Forsign "Office, relative, to tke an. 
nouncoment thet China wos about to sign on 
agreement with tho Russo-Chinéso Bavk, by 
which valuable exclusive privileges were to be 
sacured by that institntion.

a series of fierce gales*which raged in the 
Atlantic the Ziggen lost her. propeller, and 
was: rendered a helpless: prey to the fury 
of the wind and. weather. For five days 
ond balf tho vessel. was driven hither 
and ‘thither “by ‘the mountainous seas, 
blinding snowstorms which followed each 
.othor with quick: sucegssion making her plight 
even more torrible. ‘The condition. of the crew 
‘was most. piteous. Throughowt the fire days 
they werg compolled-to sisy on the deck, which 
awa covered with snow, and were nearly frozen 
to death...

The 
Post publishes elaborate Jncubrations intended 
to renscure German opinion. It gocs so far as 
to'say:—‘A real ‘Anglo-French entente ‘is in 
the Jong rom impcesible, because in the colonial 
sphere differences will invariably, and in fact. 
will very soon, arise, with the resnlt that the 
artificially-spun threads will be severed with a 
sudden jerk,” Tho only kind of rapprochement 
between Franco and England which the Post 
regards as practicable, aud which it warns its 
renders against dismissing from their calculs- 
fions, is.some kind of temporary under- 
standing with special sims snd of briof 
dvration. King Edward's upeech to the British 
Chamber of Commerce shows that a rela- 
tionship fax more profound and permanent is in 
store for the two neightouring nations, Good 
relations between England snd Waly ure 
degcribedns part cf tho programme of Frinco 
Bismarck. It is hardly in that senso that “the 
British and Italian notions regard their tradi- 
tional friendship, which hes been consecrated 
afresh dy, the recuption accorded to King 
award in Rome. The King’s visit, and 
Anglo-Italian relations in general, cannot have 
anything to do with German “ programmes,” 
which are really becoming as ephemeral as the 
menu of yesterday's dinner. _ 

The Austrian. Press wakey to-day (April 30) 
foll amends for the indifference hithertu dis- 
played towards King: Edward's journey. - The 
muognificent reception accorded to bis Majesty 
in Rome, the warmth and political significance 
of the toasts exchanged at the Quirinal, the 
unfailing 1act with which the King responded 
to the Italizn manifestations of sympathy, and 
the cireametanca that the visit-to the Italian 
capital is to be followed by the visit to Paris, 
draw from.

But whilst 
less swift and feareomoin its action, enterio is 
none the kse decdly in ita resulta, and is by fer 
the moet serious enemy the military onitorion 
hag fo meet, In 19¢1, for example, when there 
qos a marked decrease of both mortality und mor- 
bidity of enteric fever, there were 976 admiszions 
and 202deaths.or27 percent. ofthetotal mortality 
amcngst Brilish troops. As the average dura- 
tion of a cose was over fifty-five days and the 
average. pumber constantly sick 317.07, the 
{otal sunuol Ices of services due to enteric alone 
attained the proportions of 42,730 days. The 
gravity of these figures is intensified Ly the fact 
ihat alter all we really know extremely little 
that is definite ‘akcut the caugo of the origin 
and eprtad of a disease which exercices such 
Aitnstrcus effects upon the young soldier.

of the New York American during the Sponish 
‘War, writes in glorification of “* yellow jcugnal- 
iim.” Soma time before the destruction of tbo 
battleship Dfainé in the horbour of Havana the 
New Yurk American sent Frederic Remington, 
the .distingushed artist, to Cuba, He was 
jnatructed to remain there until the wor began. 
Aitor remaining there some time Mr. Reming- 
ton sent this telégram from Havana:—“ W. R. 
Hearst, New York American, N.Y. :--Every- 
thing is quict. ‘There is no ‘trouble here. 
There will be ‘no-war. I wieh to roturn— 
Remington.” 

This was the reply “Remington, Havana.— 
Please remain, You fornish tho pictures, and 
T'll furnish tho war—W. BR.
